The Ferguson report went back 
fifteen years in a futile attempt to 
“get” Frank Oliver, and the main 
thing it discovered was the lessee of 
certain lunds, belonging to the former 
Minister of the interior, was behind 
in his mining royalties to the Govern- 
ment; a small matter of detail for 
which Dr. Roche was willing to make 
the usual allowances until it became 
necessary “to have something on 
Frank.” Whereupon the Ferguson 
report got busy and such slackness 
toward a Liberal ex-cabinet Minister 
was found to be‘a grave scandal al- 
though nobody had thought it worth 
bothering about up to that moment.

It has been public property for some 
time that the agriciltural schools es- 
tablished by the department of agri- 
culture for Alberta are proving an un- 
qualified success, ‘The most caustic | 
critics of the schel-e have tong ago 
acknowledged that the minister 
agriculture was right and they were, 
wrong. These schools have accom- 
plished something which all the agri- 
culiural colleges have failed to do, | 
namely, they have reached the maxi- 
muni number of boys on the farms and 
have given them practical scieitific in- | 
struction without in any way weaning 
them from the farms, They have | 
taken hold of the boys and the girls | 
who have had such limited opportunt- 
ties of education that they could not | 
have been admitted to any college, and | 
have made them feel that their practi- 
cal knowledge of farm cenditions was 
an off-set to their ‘eck of book learn: | 
ing, and having seved their self-re- 
spect in this way, have stimulated 
their ambition to add the knowledge 


obtainable from books to their prac- 
tical experience. |

1 am informed that the quality of 
millions of dozens of eggs is seriously 
impaired each year and many eggs 
made absolutely worthless through 
the use of dirty, filthy egg cases and 
fillers, 

The season is at hand when every 
case that can be hunted up ia ordin- 
arily put into use to move the increas: 
ing supply of eggs. Many of these 
cases will have been stored in damp 
cellars or Warehouses or perhaps left 
out in the open since last season, 
with the old fillers and pads left tn 
and perhaps without even the bad or 
broken eggs removed, 

It is important, therefore, that all 
ege dealers insist that thelr shippers 
should not use filthy, musty ege cases, 
nor soiled, damp or musty fillers, and 
also that the excelsior or other mat- 
erlal used for padding be clean and 
sweet 

Considering present conditions and 
the fact that Canada’s reputation with 
respect to eges dependent upon the 
quality of Canadian eges that go into 
storage this spring, it is the duty of 
every Canadian engaged in the egg 
trade, whether farmer, collector, 
country storekeeper or produce dealer 
to see that the eggs marketed during 
the next two months are of the high- 
est possible quality and that they are 
stored in the best possible condition,

Wireless Messages From Submarines 


How the German submarine which 
torpedoed the Formidable succeeded 
in sending to Berlin news of its feat 
by wireless puzzled the British auth- 
orities for some time. It might pos- 
sibly be explained by the use of the 
Funken-Telegraft system, which is 
operated without a permanent high 
aerial. Krom the top of a pole of no 
great length a small captive balloon 


is sent into the air, and the wire 
from the transmitting instrument 
runs only to the pole. Ags the mes- 


sage leaves the instrument it goes to 
the pole, and from there is attracted 
to the balloomby means of a magnet, 


which retransmits it by means of 
Funken (sparks). 
It is said to be remarkably effec- 


tive to a distance of 500 or 600 miles, 
and as the distance from where the 
Formidable was sunk to the nearest 
part of the German goast is only 
some 700 miles, by means of this 
equipped submarine in the North Sea,
